What if we have a National 
Federation composed solely of State 
Associations, each oue of them a 
poor thing, if it relies on its merits 
as representative of its State ?

Brown — " Have you read Tilden's 
articles ou Federation ?" 

Smith — " Yes, my section of them. 
I belong to the Associa- 
tion. We have twenty-three mem- 
bers and divide the articles into 
twenty-three parts. Each member 
reads bis, then at our leisure we meet 
and compare notes. Saves time." — 
Gibson in the Silent Worker. 

Facts alone count. I find that the 
Constitution and By-I^aws of the 
Tildeu plan have approximately 
4,986 words. 

I have on hand the Laws of the 
F. S. D., "revised and iu effect 
January 1st, 1906." By computa- 
tion the book has 9272 words, or 
nearly twice as long at the Tilden 
compilation. 

Paraphrasing Gibson's satire, I 
venture this query : How many 
members of the F. S. D. then have 
raed, digested, a or understood the 
laws of that organzation, eh ? 

* * • 

I have to revert to the subject of 
the Federation, which seems to be 
much misunderstood. The kernel 
of the whole matter is : A National 
Federation is either good for some- 
thing, or is wholly worthless. In 
my opinion, that organization alone 
can handle certain questions that 
societies, either social or fraternal, 
cannot. If that is true, then there 
is a reason for the existence of a Na- 
tional Federation. 

For example, we have lately been 
agitating the Civil Service question. 
All fair-minded men will acknow- 
ledge that the N. A. D., under the 
management of its present president, 
helped much. 

Now, was the Civil Service indis- 
crimination really nothing? Mr. 
h who refuses to see good in any- 
thing unless it is accompanied by a 
quid pro quo, says: ' ' The Federation 
idea, to become a concrete reality, 
must give something even to the 
stay-at-home who only contributes." 
Do you who stay at home and con- 
tribute, see absolutely no good in 
the repeal of the Civil Service dis- 
qualifications ? In other words, that 



political grievance was imaginary, 
and you derive no benefit from the 
new ruling of President Roosevelt? 
Will Mr. Pach answer with a plain 
Yes or No ? 

There are other questions, such 
as the colonization of the oral system 
to the extreme exclusion of the signs, 
which we consider a mistake. The 
F. S. D. obviously can not very well 
handle this question, neither can 
any other small local societies. The 
The National Federation steps in 
and, with its superior moral in- 
fluence, attempts to stay the en- 
roachments of the system. Will 
Mr. Pach, with his eye on a quid 
pro quo, say that he sees absolutely 
no good in the success of this move- 
ment ? Will he answer with a plain 
Yes or No ? 

The Dkaf-Mutrs' Journal not 
long ago mentioned its disapproval 
of the word defective. I abhor it. 
So do you. This will also be a 
matter • that can be successfully 
handled only by a national organiza- 
tion. Will Mr. Pach, who says that 
his interest iu a society, is regulated 
by revenue, claim that he will 
derive no benefit from the suppres- 
sion of that offensive word ? Will 
he answer with a plain Yes or No ? 

If he answers no to each of my 
questions, it will be time for me to 
wipe my pen, and going to the cor- 
ner, give myself a Kick for wasting 
my energy in behalf of a class of 
people who, after all, are comforta- 
ble and have no grievances war- 
ranting the organization of a nation- 
al society. Only I will have to beg 
you not again refer to me as a snob, 
if I henceforth attend strictly to my 
owu business aud take no interest 
whatever in your affairs, national 
or otherwise. 

To resume, there are questions 
that can best be worked out only by 
organized effort, which is the pur- 
pose of a National Federation, and 
for that reason, such an organiza- 
tion deserves our support. Our 
grievances are either imaginary or 
real. If they are real, we should 
look for our quid pro quo in the 
good that comes from the adjustment 
of our rights, and he willing to pay 
for the benefit. 

Finally, I have to ask who was it 
who, for more than ten years, filled 
the Silent Worker with bright 
stories or descriptions of the discom- 
forts, heartaches and arrows of out- 
rageous fortune, that a heedless 
world inflicts on us ? Was it our 
Pach ? By and by a " no mere ordi- 
nary mortal' ' named Tilden comes 
along, and opines that organization 
is necessary to combat those very 
things, aud he is supported by a 
mysterious deaf-mute named Zeno, 
wbo is also of the opinion that 
numerical strength is necessary. 
Now, Pach turns around, and de- 
clares that he would have none of a 
National Federation, because it 
must give some recompensive re- 
muneration. We can forgive a 
cipherheaded aud irresponsible deaf 
mute for saying that. But you, Pach 
of saturnian humor, ample sym- 
pathy and graphic perception ; we 
did expect better things of you ! 

Mr. Pacb says that he is going to 
join the F. S. I). In this connec- 
tion, I will touch upon the Tilden 
plan and point out one particular. 
Long before "that man Tilden" 
wrote "that letter," and long be 
fore the idea of reorganizing the 
N. A. D. as a National Federation 
was brought to his notice, the F. S. 
is founded on the very same 
principle that Tilden is advocating, 
vis.,- Each lodge isahsou 

ak)D as another. Suppose 
the F. S. D. , oue fine dav becomes 
possessed of that idea which seems 
most acceptable to the Syndicated 
Ability, to wit; There should be 
iu each State a boss lodge, which 
alone has a voice in the national 
council and to which lesser lodges 
must pay unwilling obei 
What will be the result ? Only oue 
event can be foreseen. The F. S. 
D. will be as dead as a nail within 
a year.

TEACHER FOR HALF A CENTl 



The Flint, Mich., Daily Journal, 
Of Monday, February 15th, contain- 
ed the following: — 

Thomas L. Brown, for half a 
century one of Ihe instructors at 
Michigan School for ihe Deaf. 
died Sunday morning about 10 
o'clock, at his residence, 800 Grand 
Traverse Street, after au illness of 
four weeks. 

Mr. Brown was a uative 01 
Hanipshiie having been born at West 
llenniker, in that Slate, sixty-nine 
years ajjo. For a number of 
be attended a school for th. 
local ed at Haitford, Ct , and 
Upon his graduation decided to 
make the teaching of the deaf his 
life work. 

When he was nineteen years old, 
and shortly after he had completed 
his course Is Hartford, Mr. Brown 
came to Michigan and took up his 
duties at the Michigan School for 
the Deaf, then entering upon the 
first few years of its successful car 
eer. Had Mr. Brown lived until 
March Sth next, and been able to 
continue bisdutiesal the State Insti- 
tution, he would have" serve I in 
that capacity just half a century. 

Mr. Brown had laught iu practi- 
cally all the grades St the school and 
was considered one of the most valu- 
able instructors at the institution. 
Among the student* and teachers he 

was held in a regard most affection- 
ate, and the news of his death to the 

hundreds of young men and young 

women who have gone forth from 
Michigan school in years past 
will come as a sad shock. 

In point. Of years of service he was 
the pioneer educator at the [nstttu 
tion, and doubtless few 
among the deaf in the entire conn 

aid point to a better n 

or one that exceeded his term of 

teaching in number of years. 

For some time Mr Brown had 
been in failing health, and lie had 
been urged to stop teaching for a 

time and enjoy a leave of ah- 

lle took a keen interest in his work, 

however, and a sort of pride in being 

at his post of duly. Hud, 111 
was very much in hope that he could 
stand the work of teaching at least 
until March Sth, the date of hi 
anniversary as an Instructs* at the 
Michigan School. Finally it became 

apparent that be could not do so, 

and tour weeks ago his condition be- 
came such that he was forced to re- 



main at home. Since that time he 
bail seemed to fail, and complica- 
tions set in which caused his death. 
The deceased was the last of his 
immediate family, only his widow 
surviving him.

The funeral of Thomas L. Brown, 
teacher at the Michigan School for 
the Deaf, whose death occurred Sun- 
day morning, upon the eve of his fif- 
tieth anniversary as one of the in- 
structors, was held this afternoon 

at i o'clock from the residence, 800 
Grand Traverse Street. 

Oat of respect for the memory of 
the deceased there were no sessions 
this aftei noon at the State Institu- 
tion. During the noon hour many 
of the older students called at the 
house to look for the last time upon 
I ht> face of their deceased fiiend, 
and at the funeral services nine- 
teen students, representing the two 
classes which Mr. Brown had charge 
of during the year, attended in a 
body. 

The casket was covered with 
many floral tributes from the teach- 
ers at the institution and from other 
friends and acquaintances of Mi. 
Brown. Rev. Ernest Evans, of th© 
Oongregational Church, and Dr. 
Dudley W. Poweje, of St. Paul's 
Church, officiated, their words being 
interpeted to the deaf present by 
F. D. Oarke, Supei intendenl of the 
State School. Miss Rooai Karleaud 
Miss Gertrude Lyons, teachers at 
the school, sang during the servic 

The pall bearers were ci 
from the faculty of the institute 
ami were A. E. Eickhoff Clyde 
Stevens, F. W. Kaufman, .1 M. 
Stewart, E. M. Bristol ami Robert 
L, Erd. Interment was made

So far as it is practicable the State 
syllabus is being followed: — The in- 
creasing numbers of younger and 
brighter children now being received 
is reflected in the increased number 
of periods for oral instruction. By 
a system of careful examination and 
grading pupils continue to be classi- 
fied either in the manual alphabet 
course, the eclectic course or the 
chiefly oral and lip-reading course. 

For the higher grade pupils a well 
planned course of lectures has been 
outlined and put into effect by the 
senior instructor. 

The excellent military feature 
heretofore noted continue, competi- 
tive drills are held frequently and 
prizes awarded for proficiency. 

The last school term closed with 
the usual exercises, two pupils grad- 
uated from the fall course. Unfor- 
tunately the school year closes at this 
institution before the time set for 
the taking of the State examina- 
tions. It is expected that the Board 
of Managers will authorize a change 
in the By-laws which will permit of 
an extension of the school year so 
the state examinations may be avail- 
ed of. The school is excellently 
equipped in its several departments 
and shows at this time marked pro- 
gress in its educational work. 

Industrial Work, 

The several industrial departments 
heretofore maintained are continued, 
except that of gardening and flori- 
culture, which had to be discontin- 
ued owing to the sale of some of the 
outlying property. 

Special note is made at this time 
of the increased number of pupils in 
the sewing and dress-making sec- 
tions. Excellent general work is 
being done in this department. It 
is well officered and equipped, and 
should have much further equip- 
ment as will enable its graduates to 
cut and fit the garments made. A 
sufficient number of older girls are 
now available for such a special 
class.

PHYSICAL TRAININ'. 

Physical training has always been 
a part of the school curriculum. 
Each of the school classes get two 
hours' instruction weekly. This 
is supplemented by special direction 
during the play hours in outdoor ex- 
ercise and sports. The present phy 
sical director is a young p 
who with the attendants assigned to 
outdoor service, are inaugurating a 
program which shall provide for 
athletic sports so graded as to 
meet the special needs of the several 
groups of pupils. 

In the school proper as a part of 
the kindergarten course special 
exercises are held in tongue gym- 
nastics and breath control, which all 
fits into the higher courses looking 
to the development of voice culture 
•cial cases, and in all at least 
some reduction of the rasping and 
harsh guttural sounds common to 
the untrained mute. 

Superintendent Currier has for 
some time been experimenting with 
special cases in an effort by means 
of "music vibration," to reclaim 
certain atrophied and latent organs 
of the sense of hearing. 

It is his theory that, by special 
treatment and daily practice, as for 
instance by drum and cornet, the 
sound waves so produced act as a 
the affected tissues of 
the deaf child, and that in time they 
become stimulated sufficiently to 
rably reduce the degree of 
deafness.
